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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed January 1 9, 2007. 
Accordingly, claims 9, 12, 14, 35 and 42 were amended, claims 1-8, 16-27, 29-34 

and 38-41 were cancelled, and new claims 43-47 were added. Currently, claims 9-15, 
28, 35-37 and 42-47 are pending in this application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Joseph A. Rhoa (Reg. No. 37,515) on 02/12/2007. 
In the claims: 

Claim 9 : in line 16, after "wherein", delete "a given" and insert -the--. 
Claim 12 : in line 1 1 , after "wherein", delete "a given" and insert -the-. 
Claim 14 : in line 12, after "wherein", delete "a given" and insert -the--. 
Claim 35 : in line 20, after "wherein", delete "a given" and insert -the-. 
Claim 42 : in line 1 1 , after "wherein", delete "a given" and insert -the-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9-15, 28, 35-37 and 42-47 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly suggests or shows all of the limitations as claimed. Specifically, 
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Re claims 9, 12, 14, 35 and 42, none of the prior art of record discloses, in 
combination with other limitations as claimed, an active matrix substrate comprising a 
storage capacitor common line disposed parallel to the signal line so as to be 
electrically connected to the storage capacitor electrode, the storage capacitor common 
line extending across a plurality of pixels, wherein storage capacitance is provided 
between the pixel electrode and the storage capacitor electrode, the scanning line and 
the storage capacitor electrode are fabricated from a same material in a single 
patterning; and wherein the storage capacitor electrode and the storage capacitor 
common line are patterned in different steps so as to have an insulating film provided 
partially therebetween, and wherein a given storage capacitor electrode does not 
extend across a plurality of different pixels. 

The most relevant reference, US 6,456,350 B1 to Ashizawa et al. (Ashizawa), 
fails to disclose or suggest that a given storage capacitor electrode does not extend 
across a plurality of different pixels. As shown in Figs. 2 and 3C, Ashizawa discloses a 
storage capacitor common line CC3 disposed parallel to the signal line DL so as to be 
electrically connected to the storage capacitor electrode CL, the storage capacitor 
common line extending across a plurality of pixels PX (Figs. 2 and 3C), wherein storage 
capacitance is provided between the pixel electrode PX and the storage capacitor 
electrode CL (col. 6, lines 44-48), the scanning line GL and the storage capacitor 
electrode CL are fabricated from a same material in a single patterning (col. 5, lines 30- 
33); and wherein the storage capacitor electrode CL and the storage capacitor common 
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line CC3 are patterned in different steps so as to have an insulating film PAS1 provided 
partially therebetween (Fig. 3C and col. 6, lines 23-26). 

However, the storage capacitor electrode CL extends across a plurality of 
different pixels.
